Kansas governor takes stand 
against irrigation rules 


Kansas Governor Robert 
Bennott took a stand against 
the proposed federal reg¬ 
ulations limiting the amount 
of land a farmer can own 
when using irrigation water 
in a position statement 
submitted to the- U.S. 
Department of Interior 
regulatory hearing on ex¬ 
cess irrigation lands In 
Denver, Colo. 

According to a news 
release, Bennett’s state¬ 
ment, delivered by Lieuten¬ 
ant Governor Shelby Smith, 
said the proposed regula¬ 
tions restricting the amount 
of land a farmer could own 
to 160 acres to receive 
federal irrigation water, 
would arbitrarily restrict 
fanning activities in Kansas 
and contribute to the 
problem they were sup¬ 
posed to remedy. 

He said implementation 
of the proposed regulations 


would have an adverse 
effect on the "financing of 
future agricultural invest¬ 
ments at a time when 
agriculture already suffers 
from a poor market as well 
as a poor, if not non¬ 
existent, farm policy.” 

Bennett said the pro¬ 


posed irrigation regulations 
should be left to tlie 
discretion of Congress, not 
the Interior Department, 
since such a move could 
bring substantive changes 
in enforcement of federal 
reclamation statutes.

U.S. livestock exports to decline 


In fiscal 1978, the value of 
U.S. exports of livestock 
and livestock products is 
expected to decline slightly 
to $2 million, down from the 
$2.19 million level of fiscal 
1977, the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture reported. 

Exports of breeding 
animals will show small. 


increases over last year's 
level, but the volume of 
slaughter cattle exports Is 
expected to remain static in 
the two main markets — 
Canada and Mexico. Beef 
exports should increase, as 
overseas demand for quality 
beef cuts continues strong. 
Sizable gains are expected 


in exports to the Caribbean 
and Japan. Pork exports are 
expected to decline. Ex¬ 
ports to Japan will probably 
total near the reduced fiscal 
1977 level. 

Variety meat exports will 
likely continue strong 
through fiscal 1978.

Meeting the dietary goals 
recommended by the Sen¬ 
ate select committee on 
nutrition and human needs 
would result in major shifts 
in individual Consumption 
of various foods, a U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
home economist told a Food 
and Agricultural Outlook 
Conference audience in 
Washington, D.C. 

The dietary changes' 
resulting from following any 
of the four goals recom¬ 
mended by the committee 
generally include the use of 
more grain products, veg¬ 
etables, fruits, legumes and 
nuts. Less sugar, meat and 
eggs are also recommend¬ 
ed, Betty Peterkin of 
USDA's. Agricultural Re¬ 
search Service said. 

Before she started her 


expanation of the changes 
implicated by the commit¬ 
tee's goals, Peterkin em¬ 
phasized she was neither 
advocating the committee's 
goals nor making recom¬ 
mendations on adoption of 


the goals. 

Peterkin .said USDA's 
study shows few people in 
the U.S. consume diets as 
high in carbohydrate and 
low in fat and sugar content 
as specified, in the dietary 


goals proposed by' the 
committee. 

Peterkin said the magni¬ 
tude of the changes varies 
.considerably for some foods 
depending on the dietary 
goals used.

"Experiments that we 
have done in Nevada, ’ ’ said 
Dr. Harry Smith, "indicate 
the compound is highly 
effective and is easy to 
apply.” 

Dr. Smith is Cooperative 
Extension Pesticide Spe¬ 


cialist, College of Agricul¬ 
ture, University of Nevada. 
He, in conjunction with 
Fred Kerr a graduate 
student, has conducted 
trials with the new product 
this past summer in the 
state. He said the product is 
known as SD 43 775 and is 
still in the experimental 
stages though so far it 
.shows great promise in the 
control of horn, face and 
house flies, ear ticks, and 
some other pests. 

According to Dr. Smith, 
irritation to animals by such 


pests can cause loss in 
weight, create infections, 
and do other damago. In the 
case of cattlemen, bad fly or 
tick problems means the 
loss of considerable money. 
Working, pleasure and 
show horses can all likewise 
suffer because of insect 
harassment. 

Dr. Smith said that the 
compound is not cleared for 
use by the livestock or horse 
people but hopefully it could 
be on the market in a year or 
so. 

In the Nevada experi¬ 


ments, the compound whh 
tested in two formulations 
on both cattle and horsen. 
Several small groups of 
cattle in the Truckee 
Meadows were sprayed in 
early June when the fly 
population was just begin¬ 
ning to build. Complete 
control of horn flies was 
noted over a seven-week 
period before the animals 
had to be treated again. 
"Two treatments a summer 
will do the job," Dr. Smith 
said. This compares to some 
current products that al¬ 
most have to be applied 
daily. Ear tags Impregnated 
with the compound were 
utilized for control on two 
herds of cattle in Washoe 
County. Complete control of 
ear ticks at the time of this 
writing has been noted .with

Sweet wont on to soy Lhat 
competition between breed 
associations is good but 
breed associations are here 
to serve their memberships. 
"It's the National Cattle¬ 
men's Assn, that must have 
aggressive, bold leader¬ 
ship," 

Sweat also hoped that the 
breed associations would 
got together someday. "All 
airline computers are tied 
together.

are misunderstandings and 
a lack a communication." 

Sweet also touched on 
general success in the cattle 
business. "The success of a 
cow herd or a cow man was 
for the cow to have a calf 
every year and for that cow 
to give milk enough to raise 
the calf so the calf gets big 
enough to make a profit." 

Another gueat speaker at 
the Red Angus convention 
was Dr. Richard Willham, 
Iowa State University, 
Ames.

of Kansas City, farmland 
values have softened and 
bankers are anticipating 
further declines in land 
values. 

The survey of 164 
primarily agricultural banks 
in Colorado, Kansas, Mis¬ 
souri, Nebraska, New Mex¬ 
ico, Oklahoma, and Wyom¬ 
ing showed little change 
from the July 1 survey in 
loan demand, fund availa¬ 
bility, loan-deposit ratios, 
and interest rates on farm 
loans. While loan demand, 
fund availability, and the 
average loan-deposit ratio 
are higher than a year ago, 
according to the bankers 
surveyed, interest rates on 
farm loans have remained 
essentially stable for two 
years. 

Some declines in average 
farmland values across the 
District were indicated in 
the survey. The values of 
irrigated and nonirrigated 
cropland reported by the 
bankers declined about 2% 
from a year ago, while 
ranchland values increased 
2.6% over the same period. 
Furthermore, about two- 
thirds of the bankers are 
predicting further farmland 
price declines through 


mid-1978, and a significant 
number of those surveyed 
expect sharp declines. Only 
13% of the bankers foresee 
land value increases in Lhe 
short term. 

In general, agricultural 
credit conditions in the 
western states in the 
District showed improve¬ 
ment in the third quarter. 
Moreover, Oklahoma banks 
appear to be enjoying better 
loan demand and greater 
fund availability than banks 
in the District as a whole, as 
do Kansas and Missouri 
banks. In contrast, banka In 
Nebraska appear to be 
having more difficulties 


from higher loon demand 
and lower fund availability 
than in previous periods. 
Income from off-fnrm 
sources is more important in 
Kansas, Missouri, and 
Oklahoma, which may be 
reflected in the lighter im¬ 
pact of depressed farm 
prices on loan demand and 
fund availability in those 
states. 

Districtwide, all agricul¬ 
tural banks surveyed are 
strengthening loan quality 
by requiring a9 much or 
more collateral than a year 
ago. Moreover, 27% of the 
bankers are refusing or 
reducing more loans than a 


year ago, and about 
Lhrei-fiMirths indicated tliat 
they are not actively seeking 
new form loan Accounts. 
One-third of the bankers 
reported more correspond- 
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unt bank referrals thnn u 
year ago. and 40% of those 
survey or J nrc making more 
referrals to rn in bank credit 
agencies thnn in previous 
poriods.
